Tooth Powder.—Many persons, while 


laudably attentive to the preservation 
ol'lheir teeth,do them hurt by loo much 
oiTiciotisness. 
They daily apply to 


them some dentrifice powder, which 
they rub so hard as not only to injure 
the enamel by excessive friction, but to 
hurl ihe gums even more than by the 
abuse of the toothpick.—The quality 
of some dentrifice powder, advertised 
in newspapers, is extremely suspicious; 
and there is reason to think lhat they 
are not altogether free from a corrosive 
ingredient. 
One of ihe safest and best 


compositions for the purpose, is a mix- 
ture of two purls of oyster shell, and 
one of Peruvian bark, both finely pow- 
dered : which is calculated not only lo 
clean the teeth withoul hurling them, 
but to preserve the firmness of the 
gums. 


Beside the advantage of sound teeth 


from their use in mastication, a proper 
attention to their treatment conduces 
not a little to ihe sweetness of the 
breath. 
This is, indeed, often aifected 


by other causes, existing in ihe lungs, 
the stomach, and sometimes in the 
bowels : bul a rotlen slate of the leelh. 
both from ihe putrid smell emitted by 
carious bones, and the impurities lodg- 
ed in their cavities, never fails of ag 
gravating an unpleasant breath where- 
ver there is a tendency ol lhat kind. 


Foul Teeth—The teeth 
sometimes 


become yellow or black without any 
adventitious matter being observed on 
them ; at other times they become foul, 
and si'ive a taint to the breath, in conse- 
quence of the mouth, or part of the 
food remaining too long aboui them 
The must frequent cause of foul teeth 
is the substance called tnrlitr, which, 
seems to lx* a deposition from the sali- 
va, and with which the teeth are often 
almost entirely incrusted. 
When ihis 


subsiunce is allowed 10 remain, it insin- 
uates itself between the gums and the 
leelh, and then gets down upon the jaw 
in such a manner as to loosen the teeth. 
This, indeed, is by far ihe most com- 
mon cause ot loose teeth ; and when 
they have been long covered with this 
or any other matter, it is seldom they 
can l)i- cleansed without ihe assistance 
of instruments. 
Bui when once they 


are cleansed, 
ihey may generally be 


kept so, by rubbing them with a thin 
piece of .soft wood made into a kind of 
brush and dipped into distilled vinegar; 
after which the mouth is to be washed 
with common waler. 


The teeth are sometimes covered o- 


ver with a thin cbirk colored scurf, 
which has by some been mistaken for a 
wasting of the enamel, but which is on- 
ly an extraneous mailer covering il.— 
By perseverance ihis may be cleaned off 
as completely as when the leelh are 
covered with tartar; but it is apt after 
some time to appear again. 
When it 


is obser\ ed, the same operation must 
be repealed. 


For ihe purpose of applying powders 


or washes to ihe teeth, a brush or a 
sponge is commonly employed ; ihe 
lailer is supposed preferable, as being 
in least danger of wearing down the 
enamel, or separating ihe leelh.

this conclusion was come lo, it was ac- 
companied with a conviction that I 
must entirely renew my Cabinet. Its 
members had been invited by me to the 
stations they occupied—'it had come 
together in great harmony, and as a u- 
nit. Under the circumstances in which 
I found myself, I could not but perceive 
the propriety of selecting a cabinet 
composed of entirely new materials, as 
being calculated, in this respect at least, 
to command public confidence and sat- 
isfy public opinion. Neither could I be 
insensible to the fact, that to permit two 
only to retire would be to atTord room 
for unjust misconceptions and malig- 
nant misrepresentations concerning the 
influence of their particular presence 
upon Ihe conduct of public affairs.— 
Justice lo the individuals whose public 
spirit had impelled them lo lender iheir 
resignations, also required, then, in my 
opinion, the decision which I have sta- 
ted. 
However painful to my own feel- 


ings, it became necessary that I should 
frankly make known lo you my view of 
the whole subject. 


In accepting your resignation, it is 


with great pleasure that I bear testi- 
mony to the integrity and zeal wilh 
which you have managed the concerns 
of the Navy. 
In your discharge of all 


the duties of your office, over which I 
have any control, I have been fully sat- 
isfied ; and in your retirement you car- 
ry with you my best wishes for your 
prosperity and happiness.

Narrow escape of the Secretary of the 


Navy.— By the following: article, which 
we copy from the Richmond Enquirer

Extract of a letter from Norfolk, da- 


ted 13th April—"We took Mr. Secre- 
lary Branch on board at City Point, he 
being on his way lo take the Baltimore 
boat. 
He told me of his 'hair breadth' 


escape in the stage, on his way from 
Halifax to Petersburg. 
The driver be- 


ing pretty particularly drunk, tumbled 
from his high estate, like his immortal 
predecessor, and the horses, thus left 
with ihe reins of power hanging loosely 
about their necks, darted oil at full 
speed. Our worthy Secretary, thus 
left with his children (who were ac- 
companying him) in this perilous pre- 
dicamenijSc the danger thickening from 
u precipitous fall on one side of the 
road, noi far ahead, conceived the for- 
lorn hope of .stopping ihe horses, or di- 
verting them from the danger into 
which Ihey were hastening, by leap- 
ing from ihe stage arid heading them, 
or giving them an inclination more 
towards the middle of the road. 


It was a desperate attempt indeed— 


neck or nothing-—and he barely esca- 
ped with whole bones, having strained 
the sinews of 3ns ancles, and bruised 
one of his checks.

The jury, however, recommended that he 
should be ind icted for involuntary manslaugh- 
ter; and he entered into recognizance to an- 
swer this charge at the next court. 


Considerable interest has been excited in 


Philadelphia, by the trial of a Mrs. Clew for the 
murder of her husband. The jury were out 
from Saturday until Monday, without agree- 
ing- upon a verdict. 
When they came into 


court, two of the jurymen affirmed that their 
lives were in danger,/from the present state 
of their health. 
Physicians were sent for, 


who confirmed their statements. 
The Judge 


then discharged the jury ; and the woman is 
to be tried again at the next court. There 
appears to be some>doubt amongst the gentle- 
men of the law there, whether she can be tri- 
ed a^ain or not—some entertaining th'e opin- 


ion, that the discharge of the jury is, virtual- 
ly, an acquittal.

Probable War between France i>- JJnutria. 


Nw-YoiiK, April 25. 


By the arrival yesterday of the pack- 


et ship Columbia, Capt. Delano, from 
London on the 1st inst. and the Cale- 
donia, Capt. Graham, from Liverpool 
also on the 1st. the Editors o f t h e Cou- 
rier and Inquirer, have received Lon- 
don dates o f t h e afternoon of the 31st 
March, and Liverpool of the 1st April. 


All accounts agree t h a t w A U between 


FKANCE and AUSTKIA/IS no longer mat- 
ter of doubt, in consequence ofthe Aus- 
trians having entered Bologna. 


That war is inevitable, and that the 


forces of France will be in motion as 
soon as the season will furnish forage 
for cattle, Sec. there Cun be no reasona- 
ble doubt. 
Whether the King of the 


French has only waited for the time 
when his preparations were made, and 
when he might seem to take the lead of 
public opinion, or whether he will be 
driven into hostile measures from the 
fear of revolution, is a question which, 
perhaps, he alone can truly answer. 


In relation to the probability of a 


war, the London Courier o f t h e even- 
ing of the 3 1st, buhls the following lan- 
guage:—It will be seen by our extracts 
from the Parts papers of Tuesday, that 
the probability of war between France 
and Austria has, for the first time, as- 
sumed a serious aspect. 
The Austri 


ans have, it is said, in entering Bolog- 
na, violated, not only the principle of 
non-intervention, but also broken their 
promise to the French Governme-it, 
not to interfere for ihe. suppression ol 
revolt beyond those states over which 
the right of interference has been re- 
cognised by the French Ministry. 


Casimir Perrier stated to the Cham- 


ber of Deputies on Monday, the 23th 
March, that it was necessary to pro- 
vide for the future on the breaking; up 
of the Chamber. 
He continued : 


"This future does not wear a less fa- 


vorable aspect, but it draws nearer. 
A 


new circumstance, which has taken 
place in the midst of the negotiations 
which were on foot—the occupation of 
Bologna by the Austrian troops—(Ev- 
ident marks of attention)—calls for ex- 
planations, which we do not doubt will 
prove satisfactory to the honor of the 
two countries; and for a guarantee of 
this opinion we may take the anxiety 
•with which our first overtures were re- 
ceived. (Prolonged sensation.) 
But 


even with this hope, the government 
should advance a step upon events; in 
order not to risk the chance of being 
left behind ; for, as you know, it is by 
foreseeing them that we are enabled to 
direct them. 
(Unanimous marks of 


concurrence.) 


Let us prove to them, that by leaving 


nothing to chance in our preparations 
of defence, there shall be nothing equi- 
vocal in the guarantees of peace.— 
(Cheers.) 


The country is already aware that 


the Government is not disposed to 
sacrifice its interests to its passions — 
Let it know, also, that its security is 
our principal object, and that we are 
determined to procure it by every other 
means, if peace should not suffice.— 
(Unanimous applause.") 


The war-like disposition ofthe min- 


istry has quieted the country. 


The news from Poland is most cheer- 


ing; the Russians are suffering terri- 
bly from the state ol the weather, the 
want of provisions, and the breaking 
up of the ice. 
Gen. Diebitsch appears 


only to think of preserving his army, 
which is distributed in small corps, 
and does not act on the offensive. 


The disturbances in Ghent and Brus- 


sHs are of a serious nature. The provi- 
sional government has no doubt been 
displaced. 


It is said that the crown of Belgium 


is to be offered to the Prince of Co- 
BOURG, on condition of his marrying a 
French Princess. 


The Swiss Cantons have assembled 


an army of 60,000 men. 
They declare 


that this force is merely to preserve 
their neutrality ; but they will no doubt 
aid France when she makes a move- 
ment, against Austria.. 


Fifty young men of the University of 


Paris left that city in one day to join 
the Poles, taking with them regular 
passports from the Polish Minister, 
who paid their expenses. 


Austria, France and Holland have 


each contracted for large loan*;.

diately w i t h d r a w n from Bologna, and, 
in case of refusal, to quit his post as 
Ambassador of the Kin^ of the French,

his own power, 


The entry of the troops into Bolog- 


na, must bring matters to an immedi- 
ate crisis between France and Austria, 
and it is every way probable that infor- 
mation from Europe, six days later, 
will place us in possession of the im- 
portant fact of actual hostilities having 
taken place between the two powers a- 
boul that lime. 


The affairs of Poland wear a most 


cheering aspect, and we shall be highly
